The departure from Kansas City last night 
was marked by a piece of mismanagement 
which came very near dividing the party into 
two sections. The President was in 
the first carriage that drove from the 
Commercial Club reception at the Board of 
Trade to the station. Several members of his 
party had not attended the reception and 
they were on the car awaiting his coming. 
Others of the party, among them Private 
Secretary Halford, were in the carriages be- 
hind thatof the President. As the President 
and Secretary Tracy mounted the steps of 
the car Haslemere, the Division Superin- 
intendent of the Wabash gave the signal for 
the train to start and before the President 
was fairly on the platform of the car,the train 
was moving through the railroad yard on its 
way to St, Louis. Mr. Halford’s absence was 
noticed before the truin had gone far and 
the President cried: Stop this train. The 


President’s colored valet, Charlie Lanier, 
jumped for the bell-rope and hung on to it, 
but the train kept right on. The belil-rope 
apparentiy was not connected. Mr. Bishop 
ren forward into Superintendant McGee’s car 
and pulled the rope there, again without re- 
suit. It was not until the bell rope in the 
third car was pulled that the train was 
stopped. It was then backed into the station 
and the rest of the party taken aboard. 
A BAND AT EVERY STATION. 

All night long the Rresident’s rest was dis- 
turbed by the bilare of trumpets and the 
beating of drums. At every small station 
along the road a brass band 
and a crowd of people awaited the com- 
ing of the train and made every effort to get 
sight of the President, but the ‘‘Haslemere’’ 
remalned dark aad there was no response to 
the cries of ‘‘Come outand show yourself.’’ 

Breakfast was served on the ‘‘Haslemere’’ 
at 8 O clock. The Presicent was the guest at 
breakfast of R. C. Kerens of the St. Louis, Ar- 
kausas & Texas Railway. 

The run from St. Charles to St. Louis was 
made at a very siow rate of speed, as the train 
was ahead of the schedule and it was the wish 
ot the St. Louis committee that the President 
should arrive at exactly the time for his com- 
ing. The train crept through the city ata 
anail’s pace and stopped at the Union Depot 
at exactly 9o0’clock. . 

BCENES AT THE DEPOT. 

There was great oxcitement inand about the 
Union Depot as the Wabash special ran into 
the place. It haa been arranged that the train 
should come in on track No. 2 and stop under 
the Twelfth street bridge. Sergt. Mundinger 
and Sergt. Gavin with their platoons of police 
cleared the way up the incline between the 
bridge and the western end of the depot 
building, while Capt. Young with a large de- 
tail of police kept Poplar, street, between 
Twelfth and Eleventh streets clear. At the 
top of the incline leading up to 
Poplar street, the carriages were 
drawn up under the protection of a number 
of foot police, Capt. Fruchte and six men 
from the Fifth Police District mounted on 
gray horses. 

The train arrived on time to the minute. 
Chief of Police Harrigan had gone down to 
the depot to see that the police 
arrangements were adequate, and 
under his personal direction the 
Depot platform was cleared tothe width of the 
incline between the bridge and depot. The 
patrolman had difficulty in doing this, for the 
crowd was composed of Americans who 
thought they had as much right to get close 
to the President as any other man. They 
would not fall back, and the patrolman shoved 
hard. There was likely to be some clubbing, 
but the train’s arrival caused the crowd and 
police to compromise. 

As the train passed the Fourtenth street 
bridge a signal gun was fired. The reception 
committee, consisting of Mayor E.A. Noonan, 
J.C. Terry, D. M. Houser, George D. Rey- 
nolds, J. O. Churchill, Leverett Bell and John 
8. Moffitt walked down the incline and arrived 
at track No. 2 a minute before Wabash 
engine 577, covered with flags and 
bunting, ran by. The train following was 
made upot two baggage-cars, General Supt. 
Magee’s private car, St. Louis, St. Louis 
Arkansas and Texas Receiver Fordyce’s car 
„Gladys, Wabash First Vice-President 
How’s car ‘‘Missouri,’’ and then then the car 
‘*Haselmere’’ in which the President has been 
traveling ever since he left Washington. 
By dint of great waving of arms on the part of 
some: fifty trainmen the train was stopped 
just atthe spot it was intended it should 
atop. 
Supt. Magee was on the back platform. He 
opened the gate and lifted the step cover. 

. ©. Stanard, Chairman of the St. Louis 
Committee on Arrangements, opened the 
car door. The Presidentand representatives 
of the press associations were immediately 
behind him. Mayor Noonan and so many of 
the Reception Committee as could get up 
mounted the steps. Mr. Stanard introduced 
MN Noonan and other committeemen to the 
President, who inclinea his head slight - 
U and shook each the hand. 
He was ver pale evidently 
exceedingly tired. He had no word of re- 
sponse to all the greetings, having all the 
time the alr of aterribly weary man. When 
the committeemen stepped down from the 
crowded doorway Mr. Stanard asked, 
**Where is Dave?’’ 

The Governor had been missed and the 
chairman of the Committee on Arrangements 
wanted him brought forward. At that moment 
the Goyernor appeared. Heran up the car

THE PARADE, 

Just as the carriage wheeled north on 
Eleventh and the long line of the parading 
column came into view, the Cavalry Depot 
Band struck up The Star Spangled 
Banner.“ President Harrison removed 
his hat and bowed right and left to the sol- 
diery and societies as he passed between 
their formation. Stretching down toward the 
City Hall the street was one great breathing, 
throbbing crowd, and cheer after cheer con- 
tinued torise as the parade formed. Each 
division fell promptly into line as their left 
flanks were passed, the last division 
passed being that of the artillery, 
not comprising the firing detail, 
the comrponers sitting rigid as statyes, with 
folded arms, on the limber chests And cais- 
sons, and the battery officers flashing their 
sabers to «a ‘‘present’’ a8 the President 
passed. Colors were dipped and the proper 
honors paid by each division as the presiden- 
tial carriage Came opposite the center of each 
line. The parade was formed without a 
hitch, and when in motion it presented one 
of the prettiest sights seen in the streets of 
St. Louis for many a year. 

A momentary halt was made at Eleventh and 
Clark avenue. and the President received a 
greeting from the Four Courts which caused 
bim to bow again and again. He kept upa 
running conversation with the gentlemen ac- 
companying him, and seemed to be la the 
best of spirits. The City Hall 
resembled a gigantic human bee-hive 
as the parade bore down upon it, and its wel- 
come of the President was prolonged until the 
party had passed onward up Eleventh street. 
From Chestuut to Oliy re was no halt, but 
at Olive the column stopped for a moment, 
aud the crowd appreciated the opportunity to 
view the Presidenttosuch an extent that the 
police had hard work in preventing a block 
ade. From Olive to Washington avenue the 
crowd was literally a mass of humanity, end 
it was humanity whose entire development 
seemed suddenly to have gone to lung power. 

Sweeping splendidly around the corner of 
Eleventh and swinging into line moving east - 
ward on Washington avenue the parade 
reached a most impressive stage. All the 
way down that grand thoroughfare the mam- 
moth business houses lining either side were 
gay with bunting from top to bottom, 
and the windows were filled with the faces of 
innummerabie ladles whose white hands 
waved patriotic handkerchiefs in welcome 
to the country’s chief magistrate. Far down 
to Broadway, the sea of faces extended, and 
cheers echoed along the entire line like the 
triumphant shouting of a victorious army. 

As the President’s gaze rested upon the 
picture he turned to the gentlemen with him 
and sald afew words that caused an expres- 
sion of gratified pride to start over the St. 
Loulsans“ countenances. Then the great 
columa slowly moved down toward Broad- 
wa >. 

neve welcome awaited the presidential 
carriage as it passed the imposing front of the 
Simmons Hardware Co.’s establishment. The 
hundreds of employes of the house were 
grouped in all tne windows, each armed with a 
silvery toned bell, and asthe presidential 
party passed along the clangor of a thousand 
brazen. tongues drowned the less resonant 
notes of the human voices that were cheering 
the great guest of St. Louis.

At Broadway and Washington avenue the 
four oe buildings flanking the corners 
were glewing in the draping of the national 
colors, and the line of march changed from 
eastward to southward in a blase of color 
rich under the sunlight of a perfectday. Down 
Broadway the street was still massed with 
spectators. 

An incident oecurred at this phase of the pa- 
ade. which 8 upset the President's 
gravity. A half drunken man started ont from 
the crowd to personally greet the President, 
and had almost gained the side of the car- 
riage, when two of the mounted police escort 
bore down upon hiin. He was between two 
fires, and was still anxious to reach the Prest- 
dent, but the officers cut bim off. Realizing 
his defeat, he gave an elaborate w to . 
Harrison, and actually running the blockade

THE PRESIDENT ON CHAN ON. 


A Rousing Reception Tendered the Chief 
Magistrate. 


Long before the hour set for the arrival of 
the President the hall of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change began to fill up with those de- 
siring to witness his entry. The flour tables 


at the north end of the hall were pushed back 
and chairs placed upon them, which were 
principally occupied by ladies, At the south 
end of the room the same course was pursued, 
and oven the pit in which the bulls and 
bears indulge in their daily encounters was 
removed. The hall was handsomely deco- 
rated with flags. Overthe main entrance of 
the Chamber of Commerce building was a 
festoon ofthe national colors, beneath was 
suspended a portrait of the President, and 
above the rostrum a fine oll painting of 
Mr. Harrison was hung. By 11:30 the 
hall was filled, and before noon it was 
thronged, while the crowd in the galleries 
was fully as dense. Mr. Harrison evidently 
understands that promptitude is the courtesy 
of potentates, for at the first stroke of 12 he 
entered the hall from the Secretaries’ office, on 
the arm of Vice-President Bernheimer. The 
President, escorted by the Reception Commit- 
tee of the Merchants’ Exchange, ascended the 
rostrum by the north stairway and was escort- 
ed tohis seat.

MAYOR NOONAN WELCOMES THE PRESIDENT. 

Upon the conclusion of Gov. Francis’ ad- 
dress Mayor E. A. Noonan took the rostrum.

In this, the 
metropolis ofthe West, the man who holds 
the most exalted office in the giftof the

— and respect, Before you leave, we 
hope to show you a part at least of the wealth 
and prosperity of this clty. The history of 
St. Lonfs dates back to 1763, when neither 
Pittspurg, Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinzati or 
Milwaukee were in existence. It was 
first under Spanish rule, then passed into the 
hands of France, and in 1803 was sold by Na- 
poleon to the United States.

4A HOMING BIRD'S FLIGHT. 


He Returns After an Absence of Fifteen 
Months. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 11.—A homing pigeon, 
Dude, the property of J. Hovey Doane of 
Plainfield, N. J., has just returned from a 
remarkable fight. Some people who sailed 
for the Paris Exposition July 24, 1889, took 
with them six birds belonging to Mr. Doane 
and bis brother, Chas. Doane. Four of them 
were released the first day out at sea, but two, 
Dude and Ariel, were not released until the 
second day, 700 miles from home. Ariel 
was heard of soon afterward, but nothing was 
heard of Dude. One morning this week when 
Mr. Doane went to his loft to feed the birds he 
was surprised to see Dude sitting on bis 
perch as though a flight of 700 miles and an 
absence from bome of fifteen months was 
quite the usual thing fora homing pigeon. To 
a reporter Mr. Doane told the following story: 
‘*Dude’s registered number is 515. He is a 
silver cock, bred by Sidney Dormanof Plain- 


feld, out of Alien’s famous Newark stock. 


He is of strong build, heavy-chested, short 
body, with exceptionally long wings. He is 
now 4 years old, and previous to this long 
flight had only flowna distance of 115 miles 
from Havre de Grace, Md.’’ 

When asked if he had any theory as to the 
bird’s whereabouts during the fifteen months 
since he was liberated, r. Doane said he 
thought he had been in captivity some- 
where, for now he was very tame, 
bat when he was liperated was very 
wild. Homing pigeons are kept wild; they 
fly better when not tamed. I think,’’ said Mr. 
Doane; that Dude must have lighted on 
some vessel and been kept a prisoner by the 
sailors who, you know, are very superstitious 
about releasing a bird that comes to them. 
base my beliet on the fate of Dude’s compan- 
ion, Ariel, who fell exhausted on the deck of 
an incoming freight steamer. I saw a [ittie 
news item regarding him in a morning paper, 
and tried to get him from the captain, but he 
demanded $100 dollars for his return. I could 
not afford to pay that, and so, after much 
coaxing, was compelled to let the captain 
take the bird home to his ‘wee ones,’ as be 
put it. If Dude had the same fate, he must 
have made his escape and come straight 
home. There was no message with the 
bird. Julian Hawthorne wrote a mes- 
sage which was fastened to one 
of Dude's tail feathers, but since 
then the tail feathers have been shed twice. 
The four birds that were released the first day 
had rather peculiar experiences also. Ancient 
Mariner flew into the window of a gentieman’s 
house at Riverdale on the Hudson at 1 o’cilock 
on the day he was released, after a flight of 400 
miles in eight hours, witha leg broken and 
one wing badly hurt. The gentleman said he 
was chased by a hawk. This bird was re- 
turned to me after a doctor had fixed him up. 
Another bird flew into a house at Mystic, 
Conn. A letter from the woman living in the 
house told us of the bird’s whereabouts. My 
brother wrote her totoss it, which she did, 
andthe bird came straighthome. Leander, 
another bird, came home a day later and the 
fourth bird afew days after him. With the 
return of Dude this week all of the sextet to 
have been recovered or heard from.

The Colorado Delegates se Well Fleased 

| With st, Louis They Buy the Ames Tract 
for $268,800—The Old McNamee Home- 
at end on the Belleville Turnpike Seld for 
$47,000 to a Springfield, III., Syadicate, 


The Colorado delegatlon, who have been 
enjoying the hospitalities of the city during 
the present wesk ublie festivities, have 
given emphasis to their complimentary 
specches about St. Louis in the purchase of 
the Ames tract, sifuate at the other end of the 
great Eads bridge, for $268,000. There are 
450 acres in this splendid body of land, and 
the advantages of ita location have been 
so generally recognized that the property has 
been sold four times within the brief period 
of seven months, and on each occasion at a 
good round advance. It was first purvhased 
from the Ames estate in February last at $125 
an acre by J. T. McCasland, E. 8. Guignon 
and Joseph T. Donovan. In June, four 
months later, these gentlemen sold out to 
Gov. D. R. Francis, J. D. Perry, ©. D. Me- 
Clure, L. C. McNair, Charles Moffett and 


John G. Prather at 8400 an acre or in round 
figures $180,000. This transaction gave the 
grantors a profit of $124,200. About the ist of 
August the Governor’s syndicate sold the 
property for $247,500 to a Ohicago syndicate 
composed of Charles N. Loucks and other 
real estate operators, professional and bus! 
ness men of that city, and now the land is 
sold again. 

Tals time it is sold for $268,000, nearly $600 
an acre, to the enterprising Colorado gentie- 
mon who are notslowto take a good thing 
when they see it. 

The land will subdivide into 120,000 front 
feet. It is situated along the south side of the 
Air Line Raiiroad, adistance of 9, 000 feet in 
lenzth by a breadth of 2,200, all of it being 
within the three-mile radius of the Eads 
Bridge. Piggott avenue is its northern and 
Tenth street the western boundary. Next 
south of this property is Dexter’s Subatvision 
of 104 acres, where lots are selling at $7 to $10 
a foot and where a numberof good brick 
buildings and a store and hotel building have 
been erected during the present summer. 

On the opposite side of the Air Line road is 
Clearmont addition, comprising about 50,000 
front feet, which MeCasland & Guignon first 
put upon the market last November when 
they commenced solling lots at $3 a foot. 
Since then they have nearly closed it all out 
at prices running as high as $20 a foot. 

From these retail figures an idea may be 
formed of the profit that is in store for the 
last purchasers of the Ames tract, as that 
Property is equally available for subdivision 
asany adjoining it. Putting the retail price 
at the extraurdinary low figure of $5 a foot 
the 120,000 front feet would give the present 
Owners a total profit of $332,000, and they will 
be very likely to get an offer of that much for 
itin bulk within a very short time. 

THE OLD M’NAMEE HOMESTEAD BOLD. 

The old McNamee homestead on the Beile- 
ville turnpike, ove of the best-known pieces 
of property in the great American bottom, 
situated just outside the limits ef East St. 
Louis, in St. Clair County, Llllinois, was sold 
yesterday for $47,000. This piece of ground, 
comprising 52 21-100 acres of ground, has been 
held by the family for nearly forty years, and 
its pleasant, h élike attractions has won 
forit many encemiums. It is located on the 
south side of the Belleville turnpike, and the 
Venice & Carondelet Kailway runs along its 
eastern berder, making the site eligible and 
valuable for manufacturing, warehouse, 
business or residence purposes. The land 
has the advantage too of being well elevated, 
as high if not higherthan any other property 
im the locality. These advantages have long 
been recognized by everybody familiar with 
that section, and it was with much reluctance 
thatthe grantor could finally be induced to 
part withthe site. Iwo projected electric 
roads, one along the turnpike from East St. 
Leuis te Belleville, the other to run from the 
Eads bridge out to Winstanly Park, along the 
southern line of the McNamee farm, will, 
when in operation, add greatly to the value 
of this property and make it very desirable 
for home sites. In view of these proposed 
improvements and the remarkable develop- 
ment of East St. Louis within the past two 
years, all offers ef less than $1,000 an acre for 
the McNamee farm have received no consid- 
eration until yesterday when it was closed 
out at a littie over $900 an ore. 

The deed to it will be taken by J. B. Sik- 
king, representing the purchasers, a Spring- 
Held (III.) syndicate, who were induced to 
buy through the energies of George W. Locke, 
one of the East st. Louis real estate agents. 
In closing the deal the interests of the 
grantor, rs. Sarah McNamee, were repre- 
sented by ner brother, Mr. H. T. A. Linchey, 
claim agent for the Wabash Railway, who 
with the family has been residing in this city 
for the past ten years. 

Mr. Locke says the purchasing syndicate 
will subdivide and improve the property for 
sale as soon as possible, aud he is quite confi- 
debt that the Belleville turnpike front will 
seilreadily at $12 to Kö a fv.ot for business 
purposes. .

In 1888 she worked as 
a domestic for Mrs. Patrick P. Looney at No. 
1010 North Twentieth street. She was em- 
ployed by Mrs. Looney for some months and 


formed a favorable impression while in her 
employ. Among the sucquaintances Molile 
Will formed while employed at Mrs. Looney’s 
was that of Mrs. Shrewsbury of No. 1004 North 
Twentieth streets. 

Mrs. ig bey page A bad not seen or heard any- 
thing of Mollie Will for months until yester- 
day at noon when she was horrified to see the 
girl entering her house, apparently suffering 
the greatest agony. Mrs. Shrewsbury at once 
provided for her and at the sufferer’s request 
sent for Dr. Laidley at the corner of Grand 
and Washington avenues. When the phy- 
slelan arrived he declined to prescribe 
for the girl, stating she had not 
obeyed his directions. After ordering 
an ambulance and saying the girl 
should at once be taken to the hospital he 
left the house. After the doctor's departure, 
and, while the room was deserted, Mollie 
Will left the house by arear exit. Where she 
wenttois net known but at4do’clock in the 
afternoon she was discevered onthe corner 
of Washington avenue and Third street in an 
insensible condition.

Don’t Fail 
to Gat One. 


The Rate War Beiween St. Louis and East- 
ern Peints to End Oct. 19. 


A telegraphic message received from Cin- 
cinnati, O., late yesterday afternoon states 
that the rate war between the Ohio 4 Missis- 
sippi Railroad, its Eastern and Western con- 
nections and the Big Four has been declared 
off, This result was obtained through the et- 
forts of President M. E. Ingalis of the Big 
Four and W. B. Shattuc, General Passenger 


Agent ofthe Ohio & Mississippi. The terms 
of the new arrangement are as follows: 

The reduced rates from St. Louis East are 
to be taken off Oct. 19; the round-trip rates 
from St. Louis east beyond Cincinnati are to 
be taken off at once; the round-trip rates 
from St. Louis to Cincinnat! to continue at 
the present reduced rates till Oct. 19, tickets 
to be sold daily, the limitation decreased so 
as toexpire on Oct. 19. This arrangement 
willeffect a complete restoration of rates on 
Oct. 19, the Interstate commercelaw pre- 
venting ite consummation at any earlier date. 

The $3 round-trip rate to Cincinnati bas evi- 
dently increased travel to St. Louls during 
Fair week and the visit of President Harrison 
to-day will, in al likelihood, bring 
to the city numbers of persons from Eastern 
points Who will be practically benefited by 
the present schedule of fares. It is said 1 
a message from George H. Daniels of the New 
York Central to General Passenger Agent 
Martin ef the Big Four states that the Vice- 
Presidents of the Baltimore & Ohio have noti- 
fled President Barnard of the Ohio & Miasis- 
sippi that he must withdraw reduced rates in 
trunk line territory, and that Mr. Felton has 
also notified him to withdraw all reduced 
rates On or via the New York, Pennsylvania & 
Ohie division.

KANSAS SALT. 


An English Syndicate Endeavoring to Buy 
the Kene Cousty Facteries. 


New YorK, Oct. 11.—The Sun says: A palace 
ear company of Brooklynites and foreign cap- 
italists, which on Monday started from Jersey 
City for Kansas, was one of the direct results 
of the passing ofthe McKinley bill. Prior to 
1887 all table salt, dairy salt and salt used for 
‘‘fine packing’’ was either the product of 
British fleids or the domestic article that had 
undergenée an expensive chemical process. 


The English article practicaliy ruled the mar- 
ket. More than this the ‘‘chemical salt“ 
was not good for the dairy where a fine grade 
of butter was desired. So that taking it all 
around the proprietors of the evaporating 
pans in Cheahire and Wales looked upon the 
American market as an important adjunct to 
their home trade. 

In October,. 1887, Benj. Blanchard thought 
he could strike oil in Reno County, Kan. He 
selected forthe seene of his operations the 
southern suburbs of Hutchinson, or, as it is 
now known, South Hutchinson. He did uot 
strike petreleum but at between 400 and 500 
tee from the surface the drill began to bring 
up lumps of something that looked like 
cloudy glass. It was salt, and salt, it is said, 
of the purest quality. On analysis experts 
pronounced it tobeas good asthe British 
article. Further investigation, it. ia said, 
showed the mineral to beina bed 300 feet 
thick. The deposit was practically pure sait, 
the only exception being twoor three stratas 
of soap stone one inch thick. It is 
alleged that every acre of the deposit, which 
is miles in extent, contains by estimation 2, - 
000,000 barrels of salt. It is said that there are 
now thirteen factories producing Kansas salt. 
One of these companies originally had its 


‘factories in this State using domestic salt 


which it treated by an English chemical pro- 
cess for dairy purposes. When the South 
Hutchinsos deposits became karown it re- 
moved bag and gage to Kansas. 

All this time the Englishmen bad been view- 
ing the Kansas salt trade with increasing 
alarm. In the fall of 1888 a British syndicate 
made overtures to Mr. Bianechard but no 
bargain was made. Negotiations 

several times afterward with 
want of success. Then 
came the McKinley biil with a clause that 
ractically prohibited the importation of 
Britien salt. By ite operation a duty of 8 
cents per 100 pounds was imposed on im- 
ported salt in bulk and 12 cents per 100 pounds 
upon such salt in bag. It is said that agents 
of English capitalists hurried to this country. 
The precise nature of the negotiations which 
followed Mr. Blanchard refused to disclose, 
but be sald that two sent who were represent- 
ing British capital were to go with him ina 
special car to Kansas.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Plans for Buildings—Cel. Corbin’s Idea ef 
the Celebratien. 


CuIcaGo, III., Oct. 11.—Four tentative pians 
tor the World’s Fair buildings were presented 
last night at a meeting of the local directors 
by the committee having charge of the Expo- 
sition architecture. Two of the plans omitted 
any consideration of the lake front as an in- 
tegral part of the fair, Both were ordered 
discarded and the two others were taken un- 


der advisement. F. E. Jaycox, who has been 
connected withthe Chicago & Northwestern 
RKallway, was chosen Traffic Manager of the 
Exposition. The directors algo went through 
the formality of accepting the-park and city 
ordinances granting the use of the grounds 
selected some weeks ago as the united site for 
the Exposition, 

Col. H. C. Corbin, who has been suddenly 
ordered from ariny headquarters in Chicago 
to a post at Los Angeles, was asked whether 
the change would prevent his proposed con- 
nection with the World’s Fair as an attache 
of the National Commission. Col. Corbin re- 
plied that the order might possibly be 
changed. Requested to give an outline of his 
plans for the celebration of the Columbian 
quadri-centennial week Col. Corbin sald: 

‘*I consider it of the greatest importance to 
wake the celebration which will begin Oct. 12, 
1892, of such a character as to arrest the - 
tention of the world. It it ie made a big suc- 
cess it will have great influence in inciting 
people to attend the falr. My ideais to con- 
sume entire week in displays 
that partake of the char- 
acter parades. Let Thursday be 
devoted to e@rly bistory. Let the 
landing of Columbus be actually represented 
with ships and crew in the dress of those 
days. On that day also let there be an indus- 
trial parade showing the primitive industries. 
Wednesday I weuld give over to the various 
civie organizations and labor organizations 
of the day. Thursday should be devoted to 
the Grand Army as itis generally understood 
that their encampment will open on that day. 
The fourth and last day would be devoted to 
a military display. I would have every period 
in which we have made military mya | rep- 
resented from the revolution down to the late 
war. I would have the parade led by a bat- 
talion of soldiers in colonial uniforw and the 
rear Drought up by the National Guard of the 
day.

TO-DAY IT PASSES THK $1,000 MARK AKD 
- BEGINS THK SECOND THOUSAND. 


The Total Contributions Now Amount to 
$1,036.25 and a Lead of Ceal—A 
Woman's Plea for the Dead Ofiicer’s 
Babes—Generous Denatiens Sent to Chief 
Harrfgan To- Day. 


The fund for the relief of the family of Off- 
cer Brady continues to grow with satisfactory 
rapidity, though it really seems that the peo- 
ple are only now awakening to the realization 
of the obligation they owe to this distressed 
and bereaved family. The Post-DIsPaTCcH 
to-day acknowledges a total of $1,036.25 in 
money and a load of coal, and kind-hearted 
people are still sending in their contributions 
to aid the unfortunate ones. When Officer 
Brady rushed 80 fearlessly to his death 
in defense of the people of this city, it cannot 
be supposed that he was thoughtless of those 
who were dependent upon him,for brave men 
never get the helpless. Still he did not 
falter. He doubtless felt that if he lost his 
life for the safety of the 3 the com- 
munity would provide for e safety 
ot mis wife, his helpless 
and his aged mother. He certainly feit 
that the people ought to do it 
and so they should. It is a sacred obligation 
and should not be avoided or neslected. The 
fund has now passed $1,000, and is on its 
way tothe second thousand. There are hun- 
dreds, yes thousands; of men in St. 
Louis who can contribute liberally to 
this fund, more who can give a 
little, and noue should fail. If 


men like Officer Brady did not stand between 
these men andthe ruffians who killed him, 
their property would not be worth a cent; 

their lives would be worth little more. It is 
therefore a debt they owe to his loved ones to 
protect them as be protected the prop- 
erty and the people ot St. Louis. 
The salary which is paid the po- 
lice is not sufficient to justify the 
community in requiring them to sacrifice 
their lives, or even to hazard them. It is not 
for money ‘that the police rush fearilessiv into 
danger, but because of their conscientious 
determination to do their duty, to protect 
others at a cost to themselves, and when the 
cost is life, then tho people should 
pay in part th debt they 
owe to the dead man’s family, a debt so great 
that money canrot wipe itout. Officer Brady 
leaves three littie children. Enough money 
should be subscribed to support and educate 
those children until they are old enough to 
support themselves. This will only be per- 
forming in partthe obligation to that dead 
officer. 

In acknowledging the contributions from 
the Turnover Club Mr. James Duross was 
credited with giving $1 instead of G. This, 
however, does not affect the total.

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JUSTICE MILLER STRICKEN.. 

Justice MILLER may survive the stroke 
of paralysis by which he was prostrated 
in the streets of Washington yesterday, 
but his advanced age justifies the fear 
that one of the most illustrious of judicial 
records is about finished, though not end- 
ed. It is a monument that will last while 
the Federal Constitution endures; a light 
that will continue to guide the courts of 
the country with an authority scarcely 
inferior to that of the greatest of our 
Chief Justices. When he was appointed 
to the Supreme Bench in 1862 there 
were few besides President LINCOLN 
who know what a pre-eminently qualified 
jurist had been found for the court of last 
resort in a comparatively obscure country 
lawyer. But Mr. LINCOLN knew him well, 
and the opinions Justice MILLER has been 
delivering from the bench for the last 
twenty-cight years have largely increased 
the martyr President’s claims on the grat- 
itude of his countrymen, No other judge 
on any bench has done more to defend the 
Constitution from the political perils in 
which the war and the reconstruction pe- 
riod involved it. No other has done more 
to recall the politicians of the dominant 
party to a proper sense of the vital limi- 
tations of our dual system and of the fun- 
damental equities essential to good gov- 
ernment under any system.

THE new deliverance of the Mormon 
Church against any more plural mar- 
riages and admonishing its disciples to 
obey the law of the land, was obviously 
made for a political purpose, but that 
does not make it any the less wise and 
should not make it any less effective.

Austria Will Renew Her Alliance 
With Germany Against 
the Czar. 


Emperor William Wants the Bal- 
tic Provinces Now Held 
by Russia. 


The Tipperary Trials Will Go on, Notwith- 
standing the Absence ef Dillon and 
O’Brien—The Troubles in the Swiss 
Canton of Ticino Break Out ‘Afresh— 
Difficulties in the Way of Reorganizinag 
the Portuguese OCabinet— The Father 
Matthew Centennial—A Frighiful Ex- 
plosion of Petroleum—A Reman tic 
Wedding—Panic in a Theater—News 
From China and Japan—Events Abread 
in Brief. 


LONDON, Oct. II.— The Emperor William is 
said to be peculiarly gratified with his recep- 
tion in Austria, and since his return to Berlin 
to have communicated the fact formally to 
the Austriam Embassador, in addition to his 
remarks when parting with the Emperor 
Fraaz Josef. Both in Berlin and Vienna the 
circumstances of the Emperor's visit are re- 
garded as having a memorable significance. 
The reception was not merely official; even 
the poorest people teok part in it, and when 
they bad not flags nor flowers to display they 
threw out to the oreeze their carpets and 
rugs, often accompanied by mottoes which 
spoke eloquently ef the popular wish for a 
union ef all German-speaking States. The 
renewal of the alliance, so far as Austria and 
Germany are concerned, is now certain. 
Though no compact has been drawn up, an 
understanding hasbeen arrived at that the 
union of Austria and Germany against Russia 
as enemies, if need be, will be continued in- 
definitely. This is given out on official au- 
thority. 

It should be remembered that there is no 
tripartite treaty including Austria, Germany 
and Italy, the term triple alliance being a 
misnomer in this respect. The original all- 
ance was between Germany and Austria, and 
Italy afterward madereaties with those pow- 
ers which substantially pledged her to join 
her fortunes with them in tne eventof a 
European war. No doubt is felt, however, 
that Italy will renew ber engagements, and 
especially after the recent speech of Signor 
Crispi, and in view of the evident friendship 
of King Humbert teward Germany. The re- 
tirement of Signor Crispi frem the direction 
of Italian affairs would not affect the situa- 
tion, foritis wellknown that King Humbert 
made the alliance independently of minis- 
terial advice, and is as strongly as ever at- 
tached to it. 

The alleged interview with the German Em- 
peror, reperted in a Parisian newspaper, is 
not credited in Berlin. The Emperor is well 
known to be ardentiy desirous of regaining 
the German Provinces now held by Russia, 
and whose inhabitants are as much attached 
to Germany as those of Alsace-Lorraine are 
opposed te her rule. Though the interview 
published by Gil Blas is supposed to be an in- 
vention,it doubtless represents nearly enough 
the Emperor's views. Since his visit to Ras- 
sia he has expressed more than once a deep 
interest in his fellow countrymen of the Kus- 
sian Baltic Provinces, and heis said to have 
made a remark during his visit to Austria, im- 
plying that the union of Germany was imper- 
fect while these provinces remained under 
Russian dominion. 

Much privation is already felt in Thuringia 
and other parts of Germany on account of the 
American tariff, it being no longer profitable 
to export many small articles, such as toys, 
which engaged the industry of numerous fam- 
ilies. Local measures are being taken for the 
relief of those thrown out of work.

From China and Japan. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 11.—Japanese ad- 
vices received by the steamer Beigic which 
arrived yesterday, state there isa movement 
on foot to planta colony of Japanese in Mex- 
ico. AMr. Vogel, representing a colony of 
‘Mexico, has been in Japan trying to induce 
the Government to accede to his scheme. He 
has received semi-efiicial sanction and ex- 
pects tosend over 2,000 laborers before the 
end ofthe month at wages of 60 to 70 cents 
per day. 

Chinese advices state that there bas been 
great gambling in silver in Houg Kong, and 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banks are%aid 
to have made millions out of the deal. When 
Mexican dollars were valued at 84 cents and 
before the silver bill passed the United States 
Congress,the banks purchased all the Mexican 
dollars they could get. When the silver bill 
became a law, the value of the Mexican dollar 
took a jump and the banks sold all they had at 
95 cents. Before the deal the banks’ sbares 
were quoted at $125. Since then they have 
been almost unprocurable at $226. 

The last time the revenue cruiser Ling Fong 
came in, says an Amoy paper, she reported 
having seen between Foo Chow and here a 
large junk firing a peaceful trader. A gun 
boat was at once sent out by the authorities 
and shortly afterward returned with eleven 
prisoners, whe bad been captured from the 
piratical craft. On the 2d inst. all these men 
were beheaded. One of them went raving mad 
and refused to kneel before the executioner so 
the latter had to take pot sbote’’ at him, 
and eventually decapitated him in slices. It 
is rumored that about 100 pirates came down 
to this execution to try and effect their rescue, 
but the large number of troops present effect- 
ually overawed them, 

News hae just come in of a frightful atroci- 
ty committed by a pirate craft, having seized 
a trading junk and massacredin cold biood 
the whole crew of thirty-nine men. 


The Tipperary Trials. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 11.—When the Magistrates. 
Court at Tipperary reassembled this morn- 
ing Crown Prosecutor Ronan stated that the 
Crown had decided to prosecute the charges 
of conspiracy against all the defendants, not- 
withstanding the fact that Messrs, Dillon and 
O’Brien had of their owa volition abandoned 
their defense and left the country. The 
courts, he said, had decided that under cir- 
cumstances such as had arisen in the present 
case it was not necessary te stop proceedings 
in a trial. 

Mr. Healey of counsel for the defendants 
argued that after the ruling of tne Bench re- 
garding the reception of evidence it was im- 
possible for the proceedings to be continued. 

Mr. O’Mahorney, one of the defendants 
whose recent illness caused an adjournment 
of the court, is again ill and the physicians 
who on the former occasion ot his {linees 
were appointed by the court to examine him, 
have been summoned to make another am- 
ination and report to the court as to the oon- 
dition of the defendant. 


The Revolt is Switzerland. 


BERNB, Oct. II. — The situation in Ticinio 
bas again becohe such as to excite the gravest 
apprehensions. Augmber of Radicals have 
been imprisoned at Bellinzona for firing at 
Conservatives. The Federal Government bas 
ordered fresh troops to proceed to the dis- 
turbed Canton, 

The Federal Commissioner at Bellinzona 
has forbidden the Liberals to hold a popular 
meeting, which it had been announced would 
be held in that town to-day. 

The Federal Council has postponed until 
next Thursday the meeting of the Ticino 
Council, the conference which had been 
summoned to meet on Monday. The session 
of the Federal Assembly has been closed. The 
Ultramontane Government in Ticino has been 
reinstated. 


A Strange Suicide. 


PARIS, Oct. 11.—A young professor of medi- 
cine named Kouchassky in closing a lecture 
on poisonous acids to a class in the Iidbora- 
tory of the University at St. Petersburg, Rus- 
sia, poured some drops ofthe acidina giass 
and said: lu two minutes you are going to 
see a man die before your eyes. Gentlemen. 
I bid you farewell. The students were great- 
ly excited. Some of them made an effort, 
however, to administer an antidote, but it 
was useless, asthe professor died in a few 
minutes. He was very found of his wife and 
two children, and no expianation of his crazy 
act cam be given except that he lost his rea- 
son. 


Financial Matters, 


Lowpon, Oct. 11.—The Times says: The 
financial settlement has been a most anxious 
one this year. 

The News says: Half the city appears still 
inclined to form knots and talk about the 
standing of the other half. This disposition 
to cast dirt or suspicion on Important heuses 
is becoming tiresome. This mischievous talk 
is not limited to London. Berlin papers are 
making free with the names of London firms. 

The Standard says: The settlement was 
difficult but the credit mark stood the strain 
admirably. The worst is now over.

Loxpown, Oct. II.— The Father Mathew tem- 
perance celebration was continued yesterday. 
A procession composed of delegates from total 
abstinence societies of all the three kingdoms, 
the Mayors and Municipal Councils of the 
principal cities of Ireland, trade and other 
societies marched through the streets. The 
procession was two miles lu length. It 
stopped at the junction of South Mall and the 
Grand Parade, where, from a platform, Sir 
Pope Hennessey delivered az oration on the 
life and character of Father Mathew. Last 
evening the city was illuminated. The

Women, except 

equeaws, are scarce in 

the Canadian territories, and there is an ab- 
solute absence of young marriageable females 
of the same race and religion as the 
struggling settiers who have gone out 
there from the Province of Quebec. 
Their priests are exceedingly anxious to 
see them married to wives of their nationality 
and faith, so as to encourage the growth in 
the new Northwest ofa French-speaking and 
a Roman Cathelic population. Judging from 
the wonderful natura! increase of the French- 
Canadian nation in the provice of Quebec, 
the supplying of wives and mothersto the 
North west settlers is all that is necessary for 
the early establishment of an equally popu- 
lous settlement on the Western prairies. The 
Northwest settlers are only too anxious to fall 
in with the desires of their priests in the mat- 
ters of marriage and paternity. The dearth 
of marriageable females in the Northwest 
territories cannot be obviated by any efforts 
oftheir own. They cannot affordthe time, 
even ifthey could spare the means, to pay a 
long enough visit tothe prevince of Quebec 
But they are 
prepared to do 80, to a certain extent, by 


proxy. Providing asufiiciently fair assart- 
ment of such merchandise is brought to their 
doors to afford them some little selection, 
they are prepared to depute their priests to 
do the rest. 

THE FIRST INSTALLMENT. 

The scheme has been advortised in the 
French-Canadian newspapers, and the first 

arty of candidates for matrimony in the 

orthwest will prohably leaye for Calgary 
within a few weeks. he apparent novelty of 
the scheme has drawn down on ita large 
amount of ridicule. It has been described as 
a traffic in cattie. Those engaging in it argue 
that it net only does not savor of impropriety, 
but also that not even the charge of novelty 
ean be made against it. They point out that 
a similar course was followed in France for 
supplying wives to the earliest French settlers 
in Canada. Under the fostering care of the 
Minister of Finance and of Colonies giris were 
taken from the houses of refuge of Paris and 
Lyons end sent out to Canada as pro- 
spective wives ior the settlers. Mother 
Marie de L’Incarnation wrote in 1665 that a 
hundred bad come that summer and were 
nearly all provided with husbands, and that 
200 more were to come tue following year. In 
1672 Count Frontenac, Governor of Canada, 
wrote home to Paris complaining of the 
searcity of the supply ef pins, women sent 
out from France, It J5¢ girls and as many 
servants,’’ he says. had been sent out this 
year they would ali bave found husbands and 
masters within a month.’’ 

IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 

Fifteen or twenty years later the historian, 
La Houtan, draws the following caustic 
sketch of these mothers ef Canada: ‘‘After 
the Reximentof Cariminana was disbanded 
ships were sent out freighted with girls of in- 
different virtue under the direction of afew 
pious duennas, who divided them into three 
} classes. These vestals wore also, so to speak, 

lled one on the other in three di erent 
1nllg where the bridegrooms ebose their 
brides as a butcher chooses his sheep out of 
the midst of the flock. There was wherewith 
to content the most fantastical in these three 
harems, for here were to be seen the tall and 
tbe short, the bionde and the brown, the 
plump and the lean. At the end of a fort- 
night not one was left. Iam told that the 
plumpest were taken first because it was 
thought they, being less active, were more 
likely to keep at home, and that they sould 
resist the winter cold better. Those who 
wanted wives applied to the directoresses, to 
whom they were obliged to make kaown ibeir 
possessions and means of livelihood before 
taking from one of the three ciasses the gir! 
whom they found most to theirliking. The 
marriage was concluded forthwith, with the 
help of a priest and notary, and the next day 
the Government caused the couple to be pre- 
sented with acow, a pair of swine and a pair 
of fowls, two barrels of meat and Il crowns in 
money. 

Parkman believes that in regard to the char- 
acter of tbe giris the sketch is in the main ma- 
licjously untrue, and points out that it had 
been the practice to send back to France 
women of the class alluded to by La Houtan 
as soon as they became notoricus, although 
be admits that Colbert evidently cared for no 
other qualification except the capacity of ma- 
ternity. Mother Marie, too, writing of these 
consiguments of young women from 
France, calls them med goods,’’ and in 
another letier she says: ‘‘Along with the

The change was not great, as stocks were fed 

out liberally on the smaliest provocation, and 

itseon became evident that not much of the 
ground lost within the past ten days would 
be recovered. Dispatches from Londor were 
received stating that in that city American 
stecks were low and there was a general dis- 
position to sell. Two reasons were given, 
for this, one that the keen om 
petition among American railroads had 
80 cut down the margin of profit that in spite 
of the immense volume of business done the 
dividends could not be large, and the second 
that the call for funds made on English in- 
vestors frem Buenos Ayres and South Africa 
was so great as to require that all the re- 


sources of those interested in those parts of 
the world be mustered. Thereisno sale for 
South American and Seuth African stocks, 
and helders of them are compelied to realize 
upon their American securities. 

ENGLISH BANK RESERVES. 

The decrease in the reserve ef the Bank of 
England and the raising of the discount rate 
is also favorable to a deciine in railroad 
stocks, while the general suspension of pur- 
chases of American cotton goods, owing to 
the uncertainty felt as to the effects of the Mc- 
Kinley bill, has caused a creat deal of money 
which would have been invested in this 
country to be retained abroad. Although tea 
less degree, the stringency in the Berlin 
money market has had ite effect upon Amer- 
ican stocks. Money is plentiful in New Torx, 
and can be readily obtained at from 8 to 5 per 
dent. This, itis believed, will prevent anything 
likea — but it is reported that e meeting 
ot bankers was held, and the advisability of 
entting off loans on stock held by certain 
brokers who have been large borrowers was 
discussed. If such a course should be decided 
upon it will have a mest depressing effect 
upon the market, aud may precipitate a 
panic. The saving clause in the present situ- 
ation is that money is readily obtainable, and 
tant few of the sales made are forced. Should 
any large amount of stock be sold for ac- 
count a sharp decline may be looked fer.

The Eighth District Democracy, through its 
representatives, this morning selected ex- 
Oongressman John J. O'Neill as the regular 
_mominee for Congress. The convention was 
as expected a quiet affair, entirely 
free from the boisterous scenes that 
characterized the North St. Louls Turner 
hall gathering afew weeks ago. The dele- 
gates that met in Social Turner Hall this 
morning were in the main representative 
Democrats, and nothing occurred to mar the 
harmony of the occasion inthe least. Every 
ward and St. Ferdinand Township was 
fully represented, and there was no 
soarcity of enthusiasm for O'Neill. That he 
was the unanimous choice of the convention 
was known before the delegates reached the 
hall. 

A few minutes after 11 o’clock, when all the 
delegates were in their seats, Chairman C. C. 
Mamtt of the State Committee stepped 
on the platform and, calling the 
convention to order introduced Mr. J. H. 
Carrell of Putnam County, the chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the State organ!- 
zation. It was the Executive Committee that 
made all the arrangements for the primary 
election and convention. 

STATE COMMITTEBE’S ACTION. 
„Carroll in his speech reviewed the 
eill-O’Mcliey trouble and explained why 
the State Committee had stepped in 
to protect the interests of the 
party.

George T. Lewis, whose difficulty with Re- 
corder of Voters Williams yesterday led to his 
arrest, stated to-day that the versions of the 
affair given out were entirely untrue and un- 


fair to him. . 

Jam in charge of the office established by 
the Republican City Central Committee,’’ he 
said, ‘‘to look after the registration 
of Republican voters, andI have had a good 
deal oftrovble at Mr. Williams’ office. Mr. 
Williams has an ideathat we are working up 
the registration among the negroes and that 
we are registering those who have no 
right to vote. The only work of 
our office is to find out 
which precinct the voter lives in and give him 
a slip bearing the number, so that time will 
be saved in the Recorder’s office. It takes 
them some time to look up aprecincton the 
map, and when there are thirty or forty it re- 
quires a good deal of time. We do this work 
justto makeit easy for the office, but the 
Recorder requires the negroes to go to the 
last window, and when they get there 
they find that the clerks are all waiting on 
white men and there is no one to wait on the 
negroes. I have spoken about it several 
times, and all the Recorder has said is, ‘I am 
running this office.’ It occurred again yes- 
terday, and I spoke about it again. Recorder 
Williame ordered me out ofthe office. I said 
I would not go; it was a public office, and 1 
was representing the Republican City Central 
Committee. Then five of them rushed 
at me and took me out. Ididnot resist be- 
cause two of them, Mr. Williams and Mr. 
Lemoine, are old, white-haired men. I heard 
they had sent for the patrol wagon and my 
friends urged me to go away, but I stayed 
there and when the wagon came I stepped 
into it and was driven to the 
Four Courts. Mr. Rothman was there walilt- 
ing for me, and he balied me out. Mr. Will- 
lams has the notion that we are running in 
negroes who are not entitled to register, but 
Ican take my ocaththat we have not sent a 
man to that office unless we believed he had 
a right to vote.’’

Judgment Cenfessed in Favor of Three 
Creditors for $%31,872.96—The Firm’s 
History and Business Difficulties—James 
B. Eads’ Widow Begins a Suit—Divorces 
Wanted—Court News. 


The firm of Kitzinger, Tuholske & Frolick- 
stein has failed. This firm has done business 
since 1883 in St. Louis,{manufacturing jeans 
clothing. Its establishment has been above 
stairs at 419 Washington avenue. This 
morning the firm confessed judg- 
ment in Division No. 1 of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court in favor of three 
creditors for a total of $31,872.96. The Sheriff 
is now in possession of the establishment. 

Yhe firm was composed of Henry Kitzinger, 
nominally Theresa Tuholske (really Max 
Tuholske) and Isaac W. Frolichstein. 
Mr. Kitzinger was prior 
business here a member of the firm of 
Kitzinger Bros., shirt manufacturers in New 
York. This firm failed, and settlement was 
delayed for a long time, during which period 
Mr, Kitzinger did business in the name of 
his wife, Lena Kitzinger. Max Tuholske 
was a member ot the firm Tuholexe Bros. 
which failed for 868, 000 and was still bankrupt 
at the time the firm which fa lled 
to-day was formed. Mr. Frolich- 
stein came here from Mobile, 
Ala. His father was well-to-do and his father 
in-law, Mr. Epstein, was quite wealthy. Mr. 
Frolichstein was a traveling salesman fora 
Mobile hatand cap house before he came to 
St. Louis. 

At the time the firm began business it was 
understood that Mr. Kitzinger put in $8,000, 
Mrs. Tuholske $5,000, that Mr. Epstein put in 
$5,000 for Mr. Frolichstein, and that the 
latter and his father put in $5,000 more. 
Mr. Kitzinger, Mr. Tuholske and Mr. Frolich- 
stein gave their personal attention to the 
business. It was understood to have pros- 
pered, though it was also understood that the 
firm did not confine its business to its capital. 
Recently the firm has been buying largely 
from Southern mills, and there have been 
rumors thatowing to slow payments former 
gollers to the house were withdrawing credits. 
The capital of the house was $35,000, part of 
which was earned and all of which is in stock 
or accounts.

THEY GOT NO PLUNDER. 


Aun M., K. & T. Train Held Up Near Schell 
City, Me. 


Fr. Scorr, Kan., Oct. 11.—At 9:50 o'’olock 
last night the M., K. 4 T. passenger and ex- 
press train, bound south, was stopped by 
four masked men about one mile from Schell 
City, Mo., at the Osage River water tank, 
about forty miles distant from Fort Scott. 
As the train was slewing up to 
take water four stalwart men armed with 
shot guns and revolvers jumped on the cab of 
the engine, two on each side, and covering 
Engineer Hank Terrell with their guns or- 
dered him and his freman to dismount. As 
soon as the train was stepped the colored por- 
ter stepped off the car to see to the air brake 
and was promptly covered with a revolver in 
the hands ofa man. The fireman and the 
porter were guarded by the side of the train, 
fearing they would arouse the passengers. 

Placing a revolver at the head of the engin- 
eer they marched him to the door of the ex- 
press carjand forced him to knock for admit- 
tance. The messenger, E. W. Caney, refused 
to open the door until his name was called by 
the engineer, whose voice he recegnized. 
Upon opening tne door of the car he was cov- 
ered by the desperadees’ guns, they saying, 
„We demand your money. He replied that 
the train did not carry money and that he did 


not have any. The robbers appeared to be sat- 
isfied with the statement and without entering 
the express car allewed the train to proceed 
on its way. 

The train was well inaded with passengers, 
it having two Pullman Sleepers and two pas- 
senger cars. None of the passengers how- 
ever were molested. Whenthe train arrived 
bere at midnightthe messenger handed over 
to the agent here a money package for ‘this 
place thus proving there was no robbery. The 
rascals had their faceg blacked in addition to 
wearing masks and were evidently novices at 
the business.

All of the street railway companies except 
feur have made their reports for the quarter 
ending Oct. 1 to the City Register, and they 
show an enormous increase in the passenger 
traffic of the city’s railway system this year 
as compared with last year.

There has been a steady growth of 
business Om every line in the city for several 
years, and the prospects are that this year’s 
trafic will reach 70,000,000 passengers, or 
over 11,000,000 more than last year’s, an in- 
crease of 18 per cent in one year. The lines

BRUSSELS CARPET TRUST. 


The Combine Advances the Frice15 Cents 
Per Yard. 


The combine among the Brussels carpet 
manufacturers has already got to work and the 
prices of carpets have gone jup 15 cents. The 
carpets for which the dealers paid 82% cents 
last May are now sold to them at 97% cents and 
many orders are being refused because the 
manufacturers and jobbers expecta further 
advance. A weekly paper devoted to the 


carpet interest says that the Brussels carpet 
manutactuters of Philadelpha, who control 
two-thirds of the domestic looms, have 
“‘signed an agreement to shut 
down 40 per cent of their iooms for a 
jbo of one year from Noy. 1, the looms to 

e securely locked and sealed, and to be kept 
gubject to the inspection of an authorized 
committee.’’ The manufacturers in this 
State and in New England are earnestly in- 
‘ited to become parties to this agreement in 
order that the quantity of ag manufac- 
tured in the United States may be reduced by 
40 per cent, and thatthe price may casily be 
increased. ‘‘The questien to-day is, says 
— journal, ‘‘howcan prices be advanced? 

hey cannot be by any edict of manufacturers. 
This can be brought about in one way—by 
making the supply less than the demand. 
And this can be accomplished only by curtail- 
ing the production.’’ 

It is said, however, that the agreement to 
seal up the looms has been abrogated, or 
rather substituted by an agreement to run 40 
per cent of the looms on tapestries and furni- 
ture coverings, subject to the inspection of a 
committee, so that the production of body 
Brussels may be decreased just as much, but 
the looms will not lie idle. The prices will 
continue to advance.

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A FRIGHTFUL FATE: 


TWO MEN CRUSHED 10 DEATH IN THE 
1UNNEL TO-DAY. 


Somebody’s Blunder Costs Ben Ingraham 
and John Livingston Their Lives—They 
Were Riding on the Front Footboard of 
an Engine When Strack. 


Somebody blundered and two men met a 
horrible death in the tunnel this morning. A 


John Livingston were caught between the 
tender of engine No.22 of the Bridge & Tunnel 
Co. and the front of engine 20 ot the same 
line. Both were instantly killed, their bodies 
being crusbed literally into shapeless masses 
of flesh and bone. 

Both Ingraban and Livingston were em- 
ployed by the &t. Louis Bridge & Tunnel Co., 
Ingraham as a conductor and Livingston as a 
brakeman. Their duties carried them into 
the company’s yards in East St. Louis, where 
they worked on the freight trains which day 
and night are being made up aud sent out, or 
switched as fast as they enter on the various 
roads there centering. 

Of late they have been assigned to night 
duty. At 6 o’clock this morning they had 
finished their employment, and, as usual, 
waited along the track to catch a light“ en- 
gine in order to reach this side. Three en- 


gines were light at that time. The first of 

these to take coul and water was engine 20, in 

charge of Engineer T. A. Jones and Fireman 

John Howell. 
JUMPED ON THE FOOTBOARD. 

As the engine started across the bridge In- 
graham and Livingston jumped on the foot 
board usually placed on the extreme front of 
all awitech and yard engines for the ac- 
commodation of the yard employes. 
The customary slow rate of 
speed was maintained by the engineer across 
the bridge, past Main Street Station and into 
the tunnel. When within 200 vards of the 
mouth on this side there came a crash. 

Engineer Jones and fireman Howell were 
thrown forward aguinst the front ofthe cab 
by the sudden stop. The engine did not leave 
the tracks, but stood puffing and trembling 
wedged tight against the obstruction in front. 

It was so dark that nothing could be seen. 
The dense smoke made objectsa few feet 
ahead inperceptible. As soon as possible 
Jonesand Howell summoned assistance 
and procured lights. As the flaming 
torches were brought forward the hardened 
fellows almost fainted at the sickening sight 
which was presented, Pinned fast to the 
front of engine 20 were the mangled 
and bleeding remains of Ingraham 
and Livingston. Heads and limbs were 
flattened out of all semblance of 
shape and had not the men been known identi- 
fication would have been almost an imposs!- 
bility. It was soon seen that engine No. 2. 
with fifteen freight cars attached, was jammed 
against the front of engine 20, havin 1 
down the track as the lig en- 
gine approached from the otter: side. 
As soon as possible engine 20 was reversed 
and the bodies taken out. Temporary stretch.- 
ers were provided, and the remains were 
removed to the Morgue. 

A MISTAKE SOMEWHERE. 

It is plain to be seen ay 
mistake had been made. The engines 
and trains of any description running 
across the bridge and through the tunnel are 
governed in thelr every move by asystem of 
signals. The switches are operated at the 
order of a man on this side, instructions be- 
ing given to signal men at both ends. The 
signal station of this side is about 100 
feet from the mouth of the tunnel. 
The operator and one signal man make their 
neadanarters at this place. It isa striet rule 
of the Bridge & Tunnel Co. that but one en- 

ine be allowed inside the tunnel at any time. 
Engineer Jones and Fireman Howell insist 
that they were given the proper signal 
at the other end. Clearly, then, the 
responsibility for the collision must rest be- 
tween the operator and tbe signalman on the 
other side. The engineer in charge of engine 
22, It appears, was aywitching freight cars on 
the side tracks by the freight-houses. He 
backed into the tunnel In order to get out on 
the main track. He could not have gone into 
the tunnel, however, had not the switch been 
opened for him by the W N in the sta- 


tion.
